Since  early  times,  man  has  been  interested 
in  flight.  In  the  1 1th  and  12th  centuries,  men 
wrote  of  their  attempts  to  tie  wings  to  their 
bodies  in  order  to  fly.  In  the  16th  century, 
Leonardo  da  Vinci  made  caretui  studies  ot 
birds  and  then  drew  pictures  of  living 
machines  that  went  straight  up  into  the  air. 
Thev  looked  a  lot  like  mtxiem  helicopters 
complete  with  rotors!  The  first  real  flight  was 
in  a  hot  air  balloon  in  1783.  Later,  balloons 
with  propellers  were  invented,  called  blimps. 
In  the  1890s  an  aircraft  was  developed  that 
looked  very  much  like  an  airplane,  but 
without  an  engine  It  was  the  lirst  glider  The 
first  manned  flight  in  a  propeller  plane, 
however,  was  in  1903  This  plane,  developed 
and  flown  by  the  Wnght  brothers,  had  all  six 
essential  parts  ot  an  airplane — a  fuselage.

Did  you  ever  wonder  how  flower*  got  their  names’  Many  flowers 
were  named  after  people.  For  example,  the  gardenia  was  named 
after  Dt  Alex  Garden,  a  botanist  from  Scotland-  Dr.  J.R.  foinsett. 
front  the  United  States,  developed  the  potnseUia,  and  the  zinnia 
was  named  after  a  German  professor  of  botany,  Johann  Zinn.  borne 
were  even  named  alter  god*.  goddesses,  and  religious  figure*.  The 
ins  was  named  after  the  Greek  goddess  of  the  rainbow.  Marigold 
originally  meant  Mary’s  gold 

Other  flowers  have  names  that  simply  describe  them.  For 
instance,  the  buttercup  looks  like  a  cup  of  butter,  and  the  sunflower, 
of  course,  looks  like  the  sun.  In  the  English  of  long  ago,  daisy  meant 
day's  eye.  and  it  certainly  does  look  like  an  eye! 

Still  cither  flowers  have  names  that  were  originally  words  in  other 
languages.  These  words  often  describe  the  flower,  too.  A  good 
example  is  the  tulip.  This  comes  hum  the  Turkish  word  "tulbend." 
which  means  turban  h  does  look  like  a  Turk’s  hat1  Another  one  is 
the  chrysanthemum,  which  comes  from  Greek  words  that  mean 
gold  flower."  Petunias  get  their  name  from  a  South  American 
Indian  word. '  petun."  which  means  tobacco.  The  petunia  flower 
looks  a  lot  like  the  tobacco  flower. 

Some  flow  er  names  have  to  do  with  the  use  we  have  for  it.  Crocus 
comes  from  the  Greek  word  for  saffron,  lor  instance,  and  we  get  this 
expensive  spice  from  the  stamens  of  the  crocus!  Other  foreign 
name*  are  just  translations  into  English— hlv  and  violet,  from  latin. 
and  hyacinth,  from  Greek.

Men  and  women  have  participated  in  individual  sports  tor 
thousands  of  years.  In  770  B  C.,  the  ancient  Greeks  organized 
running  events  every  tour  years  to  honor  the  god  /cus.  Oxer  the 
next  several  hundred  y*ars  other  competitions,  such  as  boxing, 
wrestling,  and  chariot  racing,  were  added  to  the  running  events. 

These  ancient  Olympics  were  stopped  in  the  fourth  century  A  D.  by 
the  Roman  emperor  Theodosius. 

The  modem  Olympics  started  up  again  in  ItWo  in  Athens.  Greece, 
and,  except  for  times  ot  world  war,  has  continued  every  four  years 
in  different  cities  since  then.  The  first  leu  modern  Olympics 
continued  track  and  field  events,  boxing,  and  wrestling  but  chariot 
racing  was  no  longer  a  part  of  the  competition!  In  addition,  sports 
like  gymnastics  and  lawn  tennis  f later  to  become  modem  tennis) 
were  included  Although  popular  individual  spoils  like  Ping-IVng. 
racquetball,  bowling,  golf,  and  handball  have  never  joined  the 
Olympic  schedule,  the  first  winter  Olympic*  in  1924  added  ice 
skating  and  cross-country  skiing.
